rite Red Cross, he said, has {dated 
itself on a 2-1 hour basis.

Ender 
prearranged plans, 
f o o d 
and medical 
supplies as well as clothing were sup­ 
plied to all who needed them. 
During his year in China 
Mr. Wes­ 
selius was subjected to a number of 
bombings in Chungking, and Kunming 
where American Red Cross headquar­ 
ters were located. He praised the Oin- 
ese systm of air raid warnings. 
“There may be a warning without! 
a raid,’’ he said, “but. there is never a 
raid without a warning.” 
Thousands of tons of medical .sup­ 
plies and other emergency necessities 
were delivered to the Chinese people 
while Mr. Wesselius was in Chung­ 
king. Much of it was trucked over the 
Burma Road, the rest delivered to 
China from Shanghai and Hong Kong.

HD Agent Advises 
On Saving Shoes

With this nation 
rolling up its 
sleeves for a victory effort, clothing 
must last as well as tires and automo- j 
biles. That goes for shoes, too, and j 
the way to give shoes a long life is 
lo polish them. Polishing shoes feeds 
the leather, makes it pliable, andj 


protects it. 
Many shoes come to an early end 
because they get wet and aren’t prole j 
crly dried. Shoes should 
la* dried j 
slowly, never in a hot place like ani 
oven, or in front of an open fire. 
This is the right way to^dry your 
shoes: First, wash off all mud with 
a damp cloth and wipe the surface as 
dry as possible. Oil the shoes lightly 
all over with castor oil. Rub it in well. 
Then stuff the shoes with crumpled | 


paper or with oat3 to help keep their 
shape and absorb moisture. Set the 
shoes in a moderately warm place 
for several hours or overnight. Polish 
them when they are dry. 
Waterproofing helps protect shoes, 
hut it does not take the place of 
overshoes or rubber boots for walk­ 
ing in water, slushy snow, or soft 
mud. 
Here is a good mixture for water­ 
proofing: 8 ounces of natural wool 


grease, 4 ounces of dark petroleum 
jelly or vaseline, and 4 ounces of paraf­ 
fin wax. Melt all three ingredients In 
a shallow rectangular pan such as a 
bread tin, as large as the sole of th** 
shoe. Let the shoe stand about 15 
minutes in enough of this waterproof­ 
ing mixture to cover the sole and be­ 
come saturated with the grease. 
Don’t have the grease hotter than 
the hand can hear, and don't let the 
rubber heels get in the grease.
